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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
The finality of the previous office action is withdrawn after a careful examination 

of the claims. 

Claims 1-14, 24-38, 53, 56-64, 66, 68-70 and 72 are canceled. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 15, 22, 23, 39-46, 54, 55, 65 and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by FR 2703580 Al. 

FR 27003580 Al discloses distraction device (12) comprising an elongated stem 
(20) having a first end (see Fig. 28), a second end (see Fig. 2), a longitudinal axis, a length along 
the axis, a flange projecting outward (15), and a transverse stop element (15, lower end). 

Claims 44, 47-51 and 71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Doty US Patent 4,599,086 

Doty discloses a surgical instrument (32) comprising an elongated stem (12) having a 
height, a first end, a second end, a longitudinal axis and a flange (66, upper section) extending 
outward from the stem and a transverse stop element (66, lower end). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 16-21 allowed. 

Claim 52 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
